1. Applicant's amendment filed 4/17/2009 is acknowledged and has been entered. 
Claims 1-68, 71, 73 and 75-94 have been canceled. Claims 69 and 72 have been 
amended. Claims 69, 70, 72 and 74 are pending. All of the arguments and 
amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and considered. Applicant's amendments 
place the claims 69, 70, 72 and 74 in condition for allowance. An Examiner's 
amendment and reasons for allowance appears below. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment overcomes the rejections of the last Office action. Accordingly, the claims 
are deemed in condition for allowance because no prior art was found teaching or 
suggesting a method of enhancing a PCR reaction or controlling the activity of a 
polymerase in a PCR reaction by adding to the reaction a polymerase enhancing factor 
(PEF) activity, wherein the PEF is a P45 protein comprising the sequence of SEQ ID 
NO: 72. Applicant's specification provides a limitation definition of the term "polymerase 
enhancing activity" at page 5, lines 24-27. Patentability depends upon the combination 
of method steps as recited in the instant claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
